ESCAPED MURDERER IN JAIL. 


Fen Harrison Arrested in Indian Ter- 
ritory. 

Monroe, Ga., September 
Deputy Sheriff Ford arrived here from In- 
Gian Territory yesterday afternoon with 
Ben Harrison, who killed Chariey Darby 
in a drunken quarrel about eleven months 
ago a few miles above here. 

Since the killing Harrison has been a 
fugitive from justice. A reward of $10 was 
offered by Governor Atkinson, and $50 by 
Darby's friends for Harrison’s capture, but 
nothing was heard of him until a telegram 
from Salisaw, I. T., notifying the sheriff 
here of his capture, was received last week. 

Ford wired for a description and re- 
ceived the reply that the prisoner admitted 
himself to be Harrison and had given the 
particulars of the murder. Ford took “ie 
train immediately for Indian Territory and 
returned with the murderer yesterday. 

Harrison seemed glad to get back, and 

met his friends with smiles. He was placed 
fn jail. where he will wait untll the next 
regular term of court in February for his 
fate to be decided. 
' The killing occurred on the night of Oc- 
tober 12th last. Harrison and Darby had 
been ‘possum hunting and stopped at the 
home of Albert Thornton, where an enter- 
tainment was in progress. The two men 
quarreled out in the yard, Harrison claim- 
ing that Darby had stolen some brandy 
from him. The lie passed and Harrison 
drew his pistol and fired four times. Two 
shots took effect, one in the head and the 
other in the left arm. Darby died within 
the week, 

Harrison immediately left for the Indian 
Territory and was not heard from until his 
capture was announced.

They were successful after Mr. Bryan had 
been seated ten minutes and pt 2:50 he re- 
sumed his remarks. ‘. 

But the derisive yells broke forth again 
and fifteen minutes later thé candidate 
brought his remarks to a close. — 

Mr. Bryan spoke from a staid on the 
south side of Center church, ah ancient 
house of worship facing on ‘‘The Green.” 
It was an ideal place for an open air meet- 
ing and the weather was perfett. The 
crowd was enormous. People ha@ been 
coming to town all the morning on excur- 
sion trains and when Mr. Bryan entered 
“The Green,’ between 12,000 and 15,000 peo- 
ple were gathered there. Over in another 
part of the big shady square the first 
division of the Connecticut naval militia 
had assembled as guests. Company K, of 
Hartford, and several thousand of those 
who could not get near enough to hear the 
candidate drifted away toward the military 
contingent. 

Their celebration had no connection with 
the Bryan meeting. With Messrs. Troup, 
Bennet and Sargent, Mr. Bryan was driven 
to the squarg from the New Haven house. 
He was coruially received by the throng. 
Mr. Bennett, who was chairman of the 
town committee, presented Mr. Bryan, and 
as the candidate rose, the cheering was in- 
terrupted by hisses and yells from the 
Yale men. The appeals from Mr. Troup 
and the others had a temporary effect 
only. 

All through his remarks the yells con- 
tirued and Mr. Bryan cut his speech short. 
Altogether he did not speak more than 
twenty nrinutes. 

Appeal from a Connecticut Man. 

As soon as he concluded, A. C. Crandall, 
of Norwich, candidate for lieutenant g0v- 
ernor, stepped forward and sharply critl- 
cised the Yale men. He said* 

“In this city, this city of business men, 
this city of workingmen, I ask you, in the 
name of God and man, to take to your 
hearts the questions that have been put 
so well before you today by William Jen- 
nings Bryan. 

“Il ask you to vote in November in ac- 
cordance with him. 

“As to the young men who have nrade it 
impossible for him to speak teday, 1 ask 
you not to believe that they represent Yale 
any more than McKinley will represent us 
in November. 

“They have been blowing off their wind 
as he is blowing off his wind. Yale has 
sent out into the world men, sir (addressing 
Mr. Bryan), who have, like you, been an 
honor to their university and to their 
country, in congress, in business and in 
every walk of life.’’ 

He proposed three cheers for Bryan and 
they were given, mingled with hisses from 
the Yale contingent. 

Ex-Mayor Sargent then aeclared 
meeting adjourned, and Mr. Bryan was 
taken to the New Haven house, in his 
carriage. He looked very much fatigued 
and refused to shake hands as he left the 
Stage. 

This is Mr. Bryan's interrupted speech: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: I am glad that 
there are students here, because 1 want to 
Say a word to students. Your college has 
helped to add fame to your city and those 
who assemble here are supposed to come 
in order that they may better acquit them- 
selves for the duty of life. 

Gentlemanly Yale Students. 

“I am glad to talk to you students, be- 
cause, my friends, we have a cause which 
appeals to students. If the syndicates and 
corporations rule this country, then no 
man has a fair show unless he is the fa- 
vorite of a corporation. (Cheers, and yells 
for McKinley by the students.) If the peo- 
ple have a right to govern themselves and 
deputize that right, then every citizen has 
a fair show and every man may acliieve 
what he desires. We desire to leave all 
the avenués open so that the son of the 
humblest citizen may aspire to the highest 
position within the gift of the people. 
(Cheers and yells repeated.) I am not 
speaking now to the sons who are sent to 
college on the proceeds of illgotien gains, 
(Enthustastic cheering.) [ will wait until 
these sons have exhausted what their 
fathers have left them and I will appeal 
to their children, who will have to com- 
mence life where their grandfathers com- 
menced. (Great cheering.) My friends, a 
just government is best for the great mass 
of the people. Equal laws and equal oppor- 
tunities are best for ninety-nine out of 
every hundred of our citizens. (Yells again 
repeated.) And therefore this cause appeals 
to every young man who wants to make 
this government so0 good as to deserve the 
love and confidence and the support of 
every citizen in this land. We appeal not 
only to the students; we appeal to busi- 
ness men who have been terrorized by the 
financial—what may I call it? (applause)— 
people who have been tyrannized over by 
financial institutions until in some _ in- 
stances it is more dangerous to raise your 
voice against the ruling power than it is 
in an absolute monarchy to criticise the 
government. (Great applause and yells re- 
peated.) If there is anybody who loves that 
sort of condition, then I shall offend him 
by speaking of it, but I shall not offend 
any man who loves liberty and the right 
of free speech in this country. (Great ap- 
plause.) The business men have been toid 
that the free coinage of silver would ruin 
them, 

“If it can ruin them with more rapidity 
than the gold standard has ruined them, 
then, my friends, it will be bad indeed, 
because the gold standard has increased 
the number of failures among business men 
and every step that has been taken has 
-been followed—" (Yells from the stu- 
dents.) 

Mild Roast of the Noisy Ones. 

“I have been so used to talking to young 
men who earn their iiving that I do not 
know—" (Great cheering.) “I say I have 
been so use to talking to young men who 
earn their own living that I hardly know 
what language to use to address myself 
to those who desire to be known not as crea- 
tors Of wealth, but the distributors of 
wealth which somebody else created. 
(Great cheering.) If you will show me a 
young man who has been taught to be- 
lieve—"’ (More yell and cries for McKin- 
ley.) “In my travels I have not found 
a crowd that needed talking to so much as 
this crowd does. (Cries: “That's right.’’) 
I came to this city something more than 
a year ago, and I learned somethipg of the 
domination of your financial classes. 

“I Lave seen it elsewhere, but, my friends, 
the great mass of the people, even of this 
city, will be better off under bimetallism 
that permits the nation to grow than under 
a gold standard which starves everybody 
except the money changer and the money 
owner. (Great applause.) We sometimes. 
out west, are instructed by your insurance 
companies. I carry insurance in old-line 
companies, in what are known as the mu- 
‘tual and assessment companies. 1 carry 
insurance in fraternal orders like the 
United Workmen and Modern Woodmen 
(applause) as well as in the old-line com- 
panies, And I am grateful that my as- 
Sessment companies are satisfied to take 
my money and give me insurance without 
attempting to tell me how I must vote. 

“Your old-line companies have-seen fit 
to insult the intelligence of the people 
by attempting to exercise a guardian care 
while we are able to look after ourselves 
without thelr instructions. 


Have Sense Fnough To Vote. 


“You have laboring men also in large 
numbers in this city. I do not know 
‘vhether the advocates of the gold stan- 
dard who employ men in shops insist on 
telling thtir employes how to vote. I have 
in other places found employers who put 
in envelopes the pay for the day’s work 
or week's work, and then put on the out- 
Side of the envelopes some instructivns to 
the employes. 

“If the manufacturer, if the employer 
if the railroad president, feels as if there 
must be something on the outside of the 
envelope as Well as upon the inside, let me 
Suggest something which the employer 
might put there. Let him write on the vut- 
side: ‘You. will find within your Wages.

“If you make money scarce you make 
money dear. If you make money dear you 
drive down the value of everything. and 
when you have falling prices you have hard 
times. And who prospers by hard times? 
There are but few, and those few are not 
willing to admit that they get any benefit 
from hard times. No party ever declared fn 
{ts platform that it was in favor of hard 
times, and yet the party that declares for 
a gold standard in substance, declares for 
a continuation of hard times.”

live in the state today. 

He was born in 1821, in Limestone county, 
Alabama, which would make him seventy- 
live years of age, but as a man is only as 
old he feels, General Pettus must be 
rated much younger.

schools in Limestone he was graduated at 
Clinton college, Virginia, and hegun the 
study of law in Tuscambia, Ala... in 1840.

Governor Atkinson's 


We have seen in 
favor of electing 
opponent that is worth discussing. ‘that 
argument is to the effect that Mr. 
Wright is in favor of enforcing prohi- 
bition in Georgia by means of a general 
state law. 

The answer to that argument takes 
several shapes, all of them conclusive. 
In the first place, if the people want 
a general‘law enforcing prohibition in 
all the counties, they can secure it just 
as easily under Governor Atkinson's ad- 
ministration as under that of his op- 
ponent. The governor is a prohibition- 
ist, and while he believes, as thousands 
of ardent prohibitionists believe, that 
local option has been more successful 
and more satisfactory than any general 
law could have been, nevertheless it is 
hardly probable that he would stand in 
the way of any change in the law war- 
ranted by popular sentiment. 

In the second place, if the prohibition- 
ists desire to throw the issue into poli- 
ties they will not be deprived of that 
privilege by the election of Governor 
Atkinson. They will be just’as free to 
aet with Atkinson as governor as they 
would be if his opponent were elected. 

It may be said that the election of Mr. 
Wright would make state prohibition an 
issue. “But it would still be a political 
issue—more than that, it would be an 
issue between two parties. Now. the 
question arises, and we put it to every 
genuine prohibitionist in Georgia, is it 
not true that prohibition has everything 
to lose and nothing whatever to gain 
by being bandied about as an issue be- 
tween two contending parties? Is it not 
a fact that prohibition has never won a 
substantial victory as a political issue? 

There is nothing newfangled or experi- 
mental about the proposition to enact 
i general siate law enforcing prohibition 
in all the counties. The most recent 
attempt is that of the state of Iowa. 
The prohibitionists in that state insist- 
ed on a general law, and succeeded in 
passing one. But the system was such 
a deplorable failure in all its moral as- 
pects that the earnest prohibitionists— 
those who were not seeking office on the 
issue—were glad to substitute local op- 
tion, and this has proved to be success- 
ful in lowa as it and 
Georgia. 

Why? For the simple reason that it 
commends itself to every fair mind. It 
recognizes the doctrine of home rule. It 
takes the whole question out of party 
politics and thus reduces opposition to 
the minimum. It gives to the ig- 
sue the full benefit of moral suasion, 
Which is an absolutely essential element 
in the progress of temperance—an ele- 
ment that must necessarily be recog- 
nized by all who are in favor of prohi- 
bition for the sake of the cause itself 
und not for the purpose of using it as a 
stepping stone to office. 

It is no wonder that such leading men

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Captain Lowry Honored. 

Captain Robert J. Lowry, of this city, 
was yesterday elected president of the 
American Bankers’ Association at its 
regular annual session in St. Louis. 

The compliment is one of high charac- 
ter. Proceeding, as it does, from such 
a dignified and august body of experi- 
enced financiers as the American Bank- 
ers’ Association it carries with it a sig- 
nificance of which its owner may well 
be proud, 

It is not only a handsome and substan- 
tial recognition of the high stand which 
Captain Lowry has always taken in the 
association but indirectly a tribute also 
to the great financial | institution of 
which he is the head. 

Under his careful management the 
Lowry Banking Company has become 
one of the strongest financial institu- 
tions in the south.

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A Shameless Old Rascal. 

John Sherman is at it again. We re- 
ferred the other day his statement 
that silver had been demonetized by the 
law of 1834, and proved from the record 
that he not only misrepresented it, but 
that he knew he was doing Not 
content with that performance he comes 
to the front again and injects into cur- 
rent discussion as brazen a falsehood as 
he ever fathered, which is saying a good 
deal. The following dispatch sent out 
from Cincinnati gives tbe gist of Sher- 
mnan's latest fabrication: 


TO 


SO, 


Cincinnati, O., September 23.—The Cin- 
cinnati Post publishes today a leiter 
from Senator Sherman, emanating from 
the naticnal republican campaign com- 
mittee, defending the position his party 
took in the so-called ‘‘crime of '73.’’) Mr. 
Sherman declares: 
“T have never been able to see what mo- 
tive could have existed for secrecy in 
this matter. There was no indication 
whatever of the fall of silverand no one 
could foresee that it was destined to rap- 
idly decline in price. No one asked to 
have the dollar coined and no one was 
opposed to its discontinuance. 
“To prove that there was no 
and not leave the matter to argument or 
inference, copies of the bill were sent to 
experts all over the country asking their 
Opinion and answers were received and 
laid before the congress in printed form 
in which the discontinuance of the silver 
dollar was thoroughly discussed. 
“The bill was reprinted thirteen times 
and extra copies were printed for distri- 
bution. It was conned over, amended 
and debated almost as copiously as any 
measure ever considered in congr 
and no man in either house proposed to 
retain the old silver dollar. The fact 
that it was omitted from our coins was 
referred to in debate,’”’ 
Now, the facts are that the act of 1873. 
as it stands, was substituted for the bill 
originally discussed, debated and 
“conped over.” The act, as it passed, 
Was never read in the house, and was 
not discussed in either house. The 
original Hooper bill was printed, read 
and discussed, but the substitute was 
slipped through the house, as the rec- 
ords show. 

But let us see what Sherman had to 


secrecy 
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Say about the act in 1876, when the mat- 
ter should have been fresh in his mind. 
On March 350, 1876, Senator Bogy, of 
Missouri, was making some remarks ou 
the bill to amend the laws relating to 
the legal tender quality of our silver 
coins, When he was interrupted by Sen- 
ator Conkling, who inquired: 

“Will the senator allow me to 
him or some other senator a question? 
Is it true that there is now by law no 
American dollar? And if so, is it true 
that the effect of this bifl is to be to 
make half dollars and quarter dollars 
the only silver coin which can be used 
as legal tender?’ 

John Sherman undertook to answer 
the question, and the reply coming from 
the chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee. and the chief concocter of the 
act of 1873, must be regarded as re- 
markable, He said: 

“I will answer the senator from New 
York, that since 1853 the use of the 
silver whole dollar has been discontin- 
ued, and none has been issued. ‘That 
has been so since 1853.” 

This was another fabrication, for the 
law of 1853 relates wholly to subsidiary 
coins. It reduced the amount of silver 
in these coins to prevent their export 
to the l’rench mint, and took away their 
full legal tender quality, making the 
halves, quarters and dimes legal tender 
to the ainount of $5 enly. 

Mr. Conkling persisted in inquiring if 
there was now by law no American dol- 
lar, and asked if there was no power to 
issue it. To this Sherman replied that 
“there has been no silver dollar issued 
since 1858, and my impression is that 
the law of 1858 did not confer the power, 
but the law of 1873 cut off the power, in 
ny judgment, if it existed.” 

And yet over 2,500,000 standard dol- 
lars were coined at our mints from 1S71 
to 1873. 

Now this was what John Sherman 
said on March 30, 1876. On the 25th 
of April, only twenty-six days after he 
had made the remarks which we have 
quoted, he made another statement. 
which it is interesting to compare with

authority. The Congressional Record 
shows that he said on the 25th of April, 
1876: 

“The act of 1873 did not in the slight- 
est degree demonetize silver. * * * The 
right to coin the silver dolar. which is 
now proposed to be authorized. has al- 
ways existed in this country: has never 
been taken away. It is the legal dollar 


today, and the silver dollars that are

now outstanding are a legal tender for 
all amounts unless the legal tender has 
been taken aWay by the revised stat- 
utes. * * * The act of 18783 simply 
leaves the old dollar where the law of 
1858 left it. It says nothing about it.” 

And yet twenty-six days previously 
he had declared that the law of 1875 cut 
off the power to issue silver dollars if 
the law of 1858 did not. More than 
that, after his shuffling and shambling 
in 1876, he declares twenty years after- 
wards that “no man in either house pro- 
posed to retain the old silver dollar!” 

Why, the father of deceit himself can- 
not show such a record as this. It is 
enough to mike Satan green with envy. 
What public man has ever been shame- 
less enough to make such a record as 
this and to vary it with a constant 
stream of misrepresentation in regard 
to every question of importance that 
comes up for discussion?’ In congress 
and out of it, Sherman seems to glory 
in the shame of it. It is this faculty 
that keeps him alive and gives him 
strength to conspire against the pros- 
perity of the people. But let us take 
courage and thank God that. as we 
have had but one John Sherman in our 
history, we are not likely to have 
another. 
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The Situation in Michigan. 

One of the most effective arguments 
of the campaign in Michigan is the tre- 
mendous shrinkage in the value of prop- 
erty Which hus taken place in that state 
Within the past five years. 

Such, indeed, has been the depressing 
effect of the single gold standard upon 
the value of real estate in Michigan 
that the tigures for 1S06 represent a 
total decrease in value of $30,000,000, 

There is scarcely a county in the state 
Which does not share in the shrinkage 
represented by these tigures. ‘The farm- 
ers especially have suffered because of 
the low prices which farm products have 
brought in the market. Only a few of 
them have been able to make ends meet. 
In consequence they have not purchased 
as largely of the country merchants as 
iu past years and thus trade has been 
seriously affected. 

In view of the situation as it exists 
in Michigan it is not surprising that the 
voters ot that state are largely in favor 
of free coinage. They see no promise-of 
better times in the policy under which 
they have suffered for the past twenty- 
five or thirty years and they are con- 
sequently eager for a change. Ilun- 
dreds of republicans who have always 
been loyal to the party organization are 
constrained to vote the democratic 
ticket in the coming election. 

The same conditons which prevail in 
Michigan are likewise found in almost 
every producing state in the union. 
There has never been a time when the 
people of this country have experisnced 
greater hardships than during the period 
covered by the meintenance of the sin- 
gle gold standard. 

The masses everywhere are for the 
democratic ticket this year. They recog- 
nize the fact that the issues joined in 
this campaign are between the people on 
one side and the plutocrats on the other. 
In order to resist the encroachments of 
the money pewer it necessary for 
them to stand firm and united. Such, 
indeed, is the earnestness of the people 
in the campaign which is now pending 
that no consideration whatever can 
swerve them from the lines of patriot-

Bimetallism and Statesmanship. 

If the people of this country are not 
in favor of the single gold standard it 
is because they have been too well edu- 
eated in the school of bimetallism by 
some of the very men who are now con- 
tending that bimetallism is only another 
term for anarchy and repudiation. 

Of course, it must be conceded that 
human judgment liable to err and 
that men are frequently in fault in the 
first opinions which they form. ‘There 
is nothing strange or surprising in. the 
fact that a man finds it necessary at 
times to completely alter the 


is 


views 
which he has previously entertained. In 
that event he is justified in doing 
and against such a change of mind no 
rational objection can be offered. It 
is expected, however, that every intelli- 
gent man who thus changes his mind 
on any question should be able to give a 
better reason for the new faith which 
he adopts than for adhering to the old 
faith which he discards. 

Although fair enough this simple re- 
quirement has not been met by a single 
one of the new converts who are now 
preaching the gospel of the single gold 
getand@end. As the champion of the 
present financial system of the govern- 
ment Mr. Carlisle in 1896 has been 
wholly unable to meet the arguments 
which Mr. Carlisle as the friend of bi- 
metallism advanced in 1878. Tis de- 
fense of silver then was much stronger 
than his defense of gold is now. His 
patriotism also was of a more pro- 
nounced type. No one questioned for a 
moment his devotion to the cause which 
he espoused with so much zeal and 
earnestness in 1S78. There are thou- 
sands, however, Who distrust his sin- 
eerity in 1806, 

In a speech which he delivered in 
1878 on the money question Mr. Carlisle 
referred to the conspiracy against sil- 
ver in these words: 


SO 


According to my view of the subfect, 
the conspiracy which seems to have béen 
formed here and in Europe to destroy by 
legislation and otherwise from three- 
sevenths to one-half of the metallic 
money of the world, Is the most gigantic 
crime of this or any other age. The con- 
summation of such a scheme would ulti- 
mately entail more misery upon the hu- 
man race than all the wars, pestilence 
and famine that ever occurred in the 
history of the world. The absolute and 
instantaneous destruction of half the 
movable property of the world. includ- | 
ing horses, ships, railroads and all other 
appliances for carrying on commerce, 
while it would be felt more sensibly at 
the moment, would not produce anything 
like the prolonged distress and disorgan- 
iaztion of society that must inevitably 
result from the permanent annihilation 
of one-half of the metallic money of the 
world. 


Mr. Carlisle in 1896 is a much older 
man than Mr. Carlisle in 1878: he has 
had more experience in the affairs of 
goverument and has doubtless had “bet- 
ter opportunity for studying the money 
question.” Nevertheless Myr. Carlisle 
in 1806 is a much weaker logician and a 


much poorer statesman than Mr. Car- 


lisle in 1878. 

Dr. Chauncey M. Depew is another 
man whose record on the money ques- 
tion has given him some uneasiness of 
late, although it must be said in justice 
to his unwavering devotion to the 
money power that Dr. Depew has al- 
ways been a consecrated goldbug. Still 
the genial after-dinner speaker has been 
guilty of some very indiscreet remarks. 
In speaking of the wonderful accumula- 
tions which had been amassed in this 
country within the last few years Dr. 
Depew, on one occasion said: 

There are fifty men in New York who 
can in twenty-four hours stop every 
wheel on all railroads, close every door 
of all our manufactories, lock every 
switch of all telegraph lines, and shut 
down every coal and iron mine in the 
United States. They can do so because 
they control the money which this coun- 
try produces, 

Had the New York orator been the most 
devoted friend of bimetallism in this 
country he could not better have por- 
trayed the danger arising from the mon- 
ey power than in the striking language 
which has just been quoted. It is 
against such a menacing condition as 
the one described that the advocates of 
bimetallism are waging such a gallant 
fight in this campaign. 

Perhaps there was never a more zeal- 
ous foe of the money power in this 
country than Mr. Lincoln, and yet if 
that great tribune of the people were 
‘alive today he could not consistently re- 
main in the ranks of the party which he 
had helped to organize. In speaking of 
the money power Mr. Lincoln said: 

I see in the near future a crisis ap- 
proaching that unnerves me and causes 
me to tremble for the safety of My coun- 
try. As a result of war, corporations 
have been enthroned and an era of cor- 
ruption in high places will follow, and 
the money power of the country will en- 
deavor to prolong its reign by working 
upon the prejudices of the people until 
all wealth is aggregated in a few hands 
and the. republic destroyed. I feel at 
this moment more anxiety for the safety 
of our country than ever before, even in 
the midst of war. 

Such language as the foregoing would 
Virtually ostracise Mr... Lincoln in the 
eves of his party were he permitted to 
return to this earth and reaffirm the 
views which he held during his lifetime. 

It may be asked, as a parting thought, 
if it was patriotic to uphold bimetallism 
some twenty-five or thirty. years ago, 
why is it not equally as patriot to up- 
hold bimetallism pow’? In response to 
this question the American people will 
declare by théir registered votes in No- 
vember that the policy proclaimed by 
Jefferson and reaffirmed by Lincoln is 
still the policy of wisdom and of 
patriotism, 
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Thacher denied that Hill wrote his 
letter before anybody made the accusa- 
tion. And this is suspicious.

agitated another suggestion *f even mcre 
importance should be adopted. I am re- 
liably informed that in most of the rooms 
of the grammar schools the water is kept 
in an open bucket, ara all the pupils use the 
same dipper or cup. 

That such a custom can prevail is sur- 
piising. It would be hard to suggest » bet- 
ter method for the dissemination of dis- 
ease. Even if the pupiis should furn'sh 
themselves with individual drinking cups, 
what would it avail when others were 
using a dipper, which is Washed in the 
bucket every time it is used. It is well 
known that water when left standing 
without a cover absorbs many of the im- 
purities of the air, and the air of a crowd- 
ed schoolroom, where pupils of many na- 
tionalities and of various degrees of clean- 
liness, are assembled, is not the purest 
or most salubrious in the world. Such a 
vessel would be a receptacle for untold 
impurities and disease germs, and a dipper 
which is passed from mouth to mouth is 
a disease spreader of the most approved 
pattern. 

The cost of putting coolers furnished 
with filters in every schoolroom in the 
city would be insignificant compared with 
water thus protected from impurity. It 
would be easy for each pupil to provide 
himself or herself with a cup to be kept 
in the desk. 

The custom now prevailing is a direct 
menace to the health of the school chil- 
dren. The school board should at once 
take steps to remove such a source of con- 
tagion as the common water bucket and 
dipper from the schoolrooms, and substi- 
tute the filter cooler and individual drink- 
ing cup. If this is not done the parents of 
the school children should raise such a 
protest that it will be heeded.

I learned today .from an absolutely cor- 
rect source that very recently large sums 
of money have been contributed to aid the

It is from the latter 
channel that the city’s water supply is 
taken and in ordinary times there is always 


| a sufficient flow of water to fill the pumps 


without gathering up mud. The long 
drought has brought -the river to the lowest 
flow of recent years, and the Fulton county 
side of the river at the pumping station 
became almost dry. The opposite channel 
is the deeper of the two, and nearly all of 
the water flowed through it ‘on the Cobb 
county side of the river, leaving the city 
water pumps in a dangerous position, or 
rather where the supply. of water was in- 


While the river supply has been threat- 
ened there has at no time been any serious 
danger to the city. The big reservoirs are 
kept full at all times to meet just such 
emergencies as the one which confronted 
the department last week and had the 
river supply been cut off entirely the wa- 
ter in the reservoir would supply the city 
for thirty days. The big lake holds an im- 
mense amount of water and it will supply 
the city’s population and factories and fire 
department with water for four weeks at 
any time the river supply might be cut off 
by drought or a break down ofthe river 
pumps or engines. But as a sa uard it 
was thought best to build the dam and in- 
sure the supply necessary to keep the res- 
ervoir full and at its normal condition.

Mother Is En Route to Her 
Father’s Home—A Story Ro- 
mantic and Pathetic.

A litle biue-eyed woman with tear-be- 
dimmed eyes, walked into the office of 
Chief of Police Connolly at the station 
house yesterday afternoon and told a sad 
stcry. She has been the victim of a most 
cruel desertion, according to her story. 

Her name is Mrs. Nora Stanton, and her 
home is in Indianapolis. She was forracrly 
a Miss Hefton, of near Vicksburg, Miss., 
and is now on her way to her southern home 
after a life full of romance and trouble. 

Five years ago, while a young girl on her 
father’s plantation, she met a fascinating 
young man who was a stranger in that 
section, and immediately fell in love with 
him. He gave his name as Harold Stanton. 
He claimed to have plenty of money and 
firally induced her to elope with him. 

At midnight one winter’s night, the two 
took the trair for Washington, and were 
married. She was only sixteén vears old, 
and never gave her parents the slightest in- 
timation of where she was going. The old 
gentleman is still living, but the mother 
died two years ago. 

The then happy couple spent their hon- 
eymoon in the capital, but in the course of 
three weeks Stanton’s money gave out. He 
threw off the disguise of a gentleman and 
revealed his true identity. He was a member 
of a noted band of crooks, and had enticed 
the girl from her home for what he could 
make out of her. 

After Mrs. Stanton finally discovered her 
unfortunate predicament, rather than reé- 
turn to her home in Mississippi, she decid- 
ed to endure her lot. The husband took his 
pretty young wife to the slums of New 
York, and for four years she states her 
life was a hell upon earth. ° 

She has even had to beg on the streets for 
bread. Stanton would take the money she 
made and spend it for whisky. He beat her 
unmercifully, and when her little boy was 
born, three years ago, he deserféd her and 
left her entirely at the mercy of the big me- 
tropolis. 

Several months ago the unhappy woman 
secured the position of governess in a fam- 
ily in Indianapolis. She had a comfortable 
home and for the first time since her jll- 
fated marriage a little sunshine crept into 
her life. But it was only to be driven away 
again by a still blacker sorrow. 

On the evening of September 3d, after her 
dav’s work was finished, and she chought 
her baby was playing in the front yard, she 
was astonished when notified that the little 
fellow could nowhere be found. The author- 
ities were notified and the city was scour- 
ed from one end to the other, but without 
success. Mrs. Stanton thinks her husband 
traced her to Indianapolis and stole her boy.

She left yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
for Mississippi, and there will be a pathetic 
meeting when the father sees his daughter 
again for the first time in five years.

This is followed py 
the following letters: One to J. A. McCra- 
ry and one to R. L. Rainey, purported to 
be signed by myself as chairman of the 
state committee. 

“T desire to give a plain statement jn re- 
gard to the circular, ‘What Governor At- 
kinson Has Done for the Colored Man.’

“IT have had special charge of the speak- 
ers and the bulk of the’ correspondence, 
sending speakers to every section of the 
state. This has consumed almost day and 
night. The circular above referred to I 
never read, nor knew of its contents until 
Governor Atkinson called my attention to 
the same. As soon as he did this-[ read 
the circular carefully. The governor 
stated to me that he had received one of 
these through the mail and had seen a 
newspaper reference to it, and I informed 
him that I had not read it. I did so af- 
terwards and this was the first t'me I 
had ever read it.

‘The parents have She honor most hum- 
bly to announce the betYothal of our daugh- 
ter A with Herr So-and-So, son of Herr 
So-and-So and his wife Anna, nee So-and- 
So.”’ with the addition of the professional 
titles in full of the persons concerned, Im- 
mediately underneath the bridegroom an- 
nounces his engagement, and also adds his 
own professional rank and titles and those 
of his future father-in-law and any par- 
ticular of family interest connected with 
his future mother-in-law. 

Printed notices are then dispatched in 
hundreds, drawn up in the same style, to 
all the relatives and friends far and near; 
then, but not till then, the engaged couple 
may and do walk about anywhere alone 
and arm in arm; they have within the next 
few weeks to call together on all their 
friends: and the most penderous part of tne 
business is thut they have to accept in- 
numerable invitations to dinnefs or sup- 
ners from their kind friends. where 
praut and brautigam they occupy the place 
of honor at table, when their heaith is 
invariably proposed in a gushing and elo- 
quent speech, followed by numbers of other 
speeches and toasts to every member oli 
hoth sides of the family.

No Cruelty in the Sport. 

The members of the association are some- 
What nettled over certain expressions which 
are purported to have come from members 
of the Humane Society, in which the 
shooting Of live pigeons is denounced as a 
cruel sport. It must be said in justice to 
the sportsmen that they displayed no cruéi- 
tv in 1 shooting vesterday. The pig- 
eons Were handled and were weil 
kept before used. 

‘Vhen the shooting commenced if the 
birags were killed at the first fire the 
second barrel was used, even though the 
bird had fallen to the ground, Then if it 
still lived, which Was rare, a boy was on 
the grounds for the express purvose of kiil- 
ing it. In the event that a bird was 
wounded, but uuable to fly off the range, 
a boy would. follow and catch it so as to 
from suffering. In this way 
suffering of the game was reduced. 

Mr. Arthur W. Dubray, who is in 
city representing Parker Bros., and 
has been shooting with the gun club, was 
seen yesterday. He said: ‘There is noth- 
ing brutal about the shooting of live birds 
when the contest is managed properly. 
Out here the birds are shot and instantly 
killed and they feel no pain. It is not 
half brutal as hunting. A hunter will 
shoot into a covey of partridges killing 
oniv one and wounding maybe a dozen. 
Out here orly one bird is in sight and he is 
killed without pain.”’ 

Quite a number of years ago the princess 
of Wales went to Hurlington to witness a 
shoot of the London Gun Club where live 
birds were shot. She saw pigeons maimed 
and bleeding on ground, some with 
broken wings and others doprived of the 
use of their legs, and she was so disgusted 
with the sight that she ordered her ser- 
vants to drive her away from the grounds. 
This caused much cOmment among tne 
-nembers. It was considered a very serious 
thing that the princess should leave while 
the shooting was going on and she was 
asked for her reason. She said in answer 
that it was the most barbarous sight that 
she had ever witnessed, and that in her 
opinion no true Englishman would indulge 
in such cruel spert. That killed live bird 
shooting in England, until the rules were 
revised. According to the new rules mem- 
bers were not only allowed to use both 
barrels of their guns, but were urged to 
do so when there was any doubt about 
the bird being cead. The grounds were 
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Clarence Everett Makes a Clean Rec- 
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kept clear of them, boys being there for 


that purpose. 
Then the princess Was invited out again 
and that time she staid until the end of 
the shoot. After that sbe often attended 
the shoots. and live bird shooting was re- 
vived in England. All of the men who 
have shot out here during the last two 
days are gentiemen and most of them are 
married men. They are kind to their fam- 
ilies and would not be guilty of cruelty to 
anything or at any time. 

if the good people of the Humane Society 
will stop and think for a moment they 
will find that this live bird shooting is not 
half so cruel as the killing of chickens, 
whose necks are chopped and wrung off. 
Here the death comes instantly and is ab- 
solutely painless. There is a great deal of 
false sentiment going abroad in regard to 
live bird shooting, and it comes from peo- 
ple who mean well, but who have not 
thought much about the matter. 

After the meet was over the visitors join- 
ed in giving three cheers for the Fulton 
Gun Club and to its captain, Hal Morrison. 
The visiting sportsmen were very much 
nog with their reception and with At- 
anta.

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IN A HYPNOTIC SLEEP | LONG FIGHT ENDED 


Thousands Gaze at Fred Lehman Sleeping 
in a Show Window. 


FOOD NOR DRINK IN 48 HOURS 


The Subject Is Apparently as  Com- 
fortable as When Hypnotized 
Wednesday Night, 
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The unusual sight of a man-sleeping in 
the show window of a Peachtree street fur- 
niture store yesterday attracted thousands 
to the spot. The window is on the east 
side of Peachtree street, a short distance 
north of Edgewood avenue, and the man

who was sleeping was Fred R. Lehman, of + 


St. Louis, who was hypnotized Wednesday 
night at the Lyceum theater by Professor 
Lee, who is now giving nightly exhibitions 
of his hypnotic powers in this city. 

Tonight he will removed 
Lyceum theater and awakened 
stage. : 

The claim of Professor Lee has 
hypnotized Lehman and that the man can- 
not awake.until allowed do so by the 
hypnotist. He proposes to keep Lehman in 
a hypnotic condition for forty-eight hours. 
The forty-eight hours expires at 10 o’clock 
tonight and Lehman will be conveyed to 
the stage of Lyceum theater, where 
Professor Lee will, by the wave of his 
hand, relieve the man from the hypnotic 
spell and allow him to eat and drink and 
open his eyes for the first time since he was 
hypnotized on Wednesday. 

The exhibition of Professor Lee’s powers 
certainly attracted widespread attention in 
Atlanta yesterday. Thousands flocked to 
the place to gaze at Lehman, who has 
never regained consciousness since the 
minute he was told to sleep by the hyp- 
notist. So immense were the crowds that 
it was necessary to detail a special police- 
man to stand by the window and order the 
pedestrians to move on and not block the 
sidewalk. In spite of the policeman it 
was impossible to pass the place except 
very slowly without walking out in the 
street or across to the other sidewalk. 

Lehman slumbered as peacefully as an 
infant. He acted with perfect naturalness, 
exactly as a man would in sieep. Occa- 
sionally he would move an arm or leg or 
turn over on his side. Once or twice he 
knocked a fly from his face, but sometimes 
the fly would remain on his face apparently 
without annoying the man. There was lit- 
tle doubt about the genuineness of his 
sleep. His every action tended to prove 
it perfectly. 

Some thought the man must have been 
drugged, but the theory did not find many 
supporters. Very few doubt that it is a 
genuine case of hypnotism. Ever since the 
man was borne away from the theater on 
the couch upon which he is resting, crowds 
have been watching him. Last night a big 
throng was constantly in front of the win- 
dow until after midnight, and at no time 
through the night was the man unwatched 
by some disinterested party. 

Some are so thoroughly interested in the 
case that they have secured volunteer 
watchers to Keep their eyes on the hypnotic 
subject every minute of the time that he is 
expected to sleep. These watchers have al- 
ternated in watching him. They assert 
that he has not moved from his couch or 
touched food or drink since Wednesday 
evening. Professor Lee claims that 
subject could not possibly feign 
sleep for forty-eight hours. He 
Lehman’s bodily functions are 
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with the exception of the lungs and heart. |

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Hammond Bid To Repave Whitehall

A BITTER FIGHT AGAINST IT 


Aldermanic Board Conecurred in Ac- 


ceptance of the Bid Yesterday. 
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MAYOR KING WILL APPROVE THE PAPER 


Alderman Hirsch Wanted To Vote 
Against Bid but City Attorney 
Ruled Him Out. 


~_—_—- -- 


Perhaps the most bitter fight which has 
been waged in the city council during the 
administration of Mayor King came to a 
partial end at a meeting of the board of al- 
dermen yesterday afternoon. 

For tive months an element of the council 
has fought the acceptance of the bid of A. 
W. Hammond to repair Whitehall and Ma- 
rietta streets. Yesterday afternoon one of 
the last stages of the warfare was reached 
and the friends of Mr. Hammond came out 
Victorious. 

The aldermen voted to accept the bid of 
Mr. Hammond to repair and repave White- 
hall street from the railroad tracks to 
Mitchell street. The matter was the prin- 
cipal businesss before the board and the 
discussion on the question was lively and 
interesting. The vote was two to three, the 
latter number cust in favor of ac- 
cepting the bid. 

The bid will now go to Mayor King for 
approval, and it will certamly be return- 
edi with the indorsement necessary to make 
the acceptance of the bid a law. Mayor 
King is on record in the matter, having 
recommended to the council that the bid be 
accepted. Since the matter has been pend- 
ing the mayor has sent two communica- 
tions to the council, favoring the accepiunce 
of the bid on the ground that it was the 
lowest bid submitted and because the faith 
of the city was in issue, it being the policy 
of the city to make contracts to the lowest 
bidder in all cases where all things are 
equal. Other members of the general coun- 
cil regarded the matter in the same light, 
and the bid has had champions who deter- 
mined to see that it was finally accepted. 

The Fight in the Board. 

The aldermanic board vote on the question 
showed that Messrs. Howell, Tolbert and 
Dimmock favored the acceptance of the bid 
and that Messrs. Woodward and Colvin op- 
posed it. Alderman Hirscn, mayor pro tem., 
vacated his chair to make a fight on the 
acceptance of the bid, but the law does not 
allow him a vote, and only the five alder- 
men mentioned cast votes on the question. 
Mr. Hirsch and Messrs. Woodward and Col- 
vin talked against the acceptance of the 
bid until the last, and they declared that 
the city would throw away over $2,000 by 
accepting the bid. They urged the alder- 
men to postpone the matter further or de- 
feat it, but Alderman Howell and others 
declared that the matter had already been 
held up indefinitely and that the good faith 
of the city was pledged to the acceptance 
of the bid. 

Mr. Howell said that it was customary 
for the city to advertise ror bids when con- 
tracts are to be let, and that the lowest 
bidder always secures the contract if he 
happens to be a reliable man, or tirm, and 
can give bond for a faithful carrying out of 
the contract. He said that the matter had 
been pending for some time and that this 
monéy to pay for the work had already 
been appropriated. In that view of the 
matter Coldgnel Howell said that he would 
vote to accept the bid and Messrs. Dim- 
mock and Tolbert followed suit. 

Mr. Hirsch Was Worsted. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Hirsch was worsted by a 
decision of Assistant City Attorney West- 
moreland during the discussion of the mat- 
ter. Mr. Hirsch was very anxious to cast a 
vote against the bid of Mr. Hammond, and 
he asked Mr. Dimmock to assume the chair 
as mayor pro tem. Mr. Dimmock occupied 
the chair while Mr. Hirsch talked against 
the bid, but when it came time to vote on 
the question Mr. Dimmock said that the 
law required Mr. Hirsch to resume the chair 
as mayor pro tem. The objection of Mr. 
Dimmock to occupying the chair was ob- 
vious. He desired to vote to accept the bid, 
but could not have done so if acting as 
mayor pro‘tem. Had he so acted Mr. 
Hirsch would have voted,and his vote, with 
those of Mr. Woodward and Mr. Colvin, 
would have defeated the acceptance of the 
hid, making three against two, the latter 
the votes of Messrs. Howell and Tolbert. 

Mr. Westmoreland was asked for an opin- 
ion on the question and he ruled that the 
law would not allow Mr. Dimmock to act 
as mayor pro tem. while Mr. Hirsch was 
present, and that the latter could not cast 
a vote on the matter at all. The ruling de- 
feated the purpose of the opposition to the 
acceptance of the bid, and Mr. Hirsch re- 
sumed the chair as mayor pro tem. and Mr. 
Dimmock voted with the result as stated. 
The incident caused a ripple in the room 
and was a subject for discussion after- 
wards. 

What the Worl: Will Cost. 

Tt is estimated that the work of repairing 
Whitehall street will cost about $2,000. The 
work will be commenced-in the near future, 
if Mayor King approves the bid, which he 
will do, and it will require about two weeks’ 
time. Mr. Bradley. one of the associate bid- 
ders, says that the street will not be ob- 
structed except on one sidé at a time, and 
that the thoroughfare wiil be Kept open 
for traffic. 

The matter of repairing Marietta street is 
stil held up in council and the same fight 
is being made on the bid of Mr. Hammond 
to do that work. His bid was the lowest, 
but it has not been finally accepted. The 
matter is at present in the hands of a 
conference committee, and a report will 
probably be made at the next meeting of 
the council.

_ Sent for Morphine. 

She dispatched a messenger to a nearby 
drug store for 1§ cents’ worth of morphine. 
she swallowed the entire amount of the 
deadly poison in her room, and when dis- 
covered a feW Minutes later was in a dead 
giupor. 

The ambulance was hastily summoned 
and the young Woman carried to the hos- 
pital. 

The attending physicians worked faith- 
fully to resuscitate the dying girl, and at 
gne time it looked as if their efforts would 
be futile.

ALDERMEN SAY SIDEWALKS ARE 
TOO FREELY OBSTRUCTED. 


Licenses May Be Revoked—Stands Oc- 
cupy Sidewalks and Corners and 
Pedestrians Take to Streets. 
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Aldermen Tolbert and Woodward have de- 
clared that they will make war on the side- 
walk fruit stands. They say that the side- 
walk fruit stand business is becoming a 
nuisance, and that a check should be put 
upon the practice of issuing license to fruit 
venders who occupy the sidewalks in the 
pursuit of their business. 

The intention of the adlermen to oppose 
the granting of sidewalk fruit stand privi- 
leges was made evident at a meeting of the 
board of aldermen yesterday efternoon. A 
petition asking for the privilege of using the 
sidewalk on one of the principal business 


streets Was under consideration, and the al- — 


dermen vigorously opposed the granting of 
the request of the fruit stand petitioner. 
While discussing the mutter Alderman 
Tolbert stated that at the next meeting of 
the council he would introduce an ordi- 
nance rescinding all of the sidewalk fruit 
stand licenses now issued by the city and 
decalring it in vivlation of the policy of the 
ciiy to issue such license privileges in fu- 
ture. Alderman Woodward approved the 
declaraton of Mr. Tolbert and said that he 
would join in making a fight on the busi-

Many stands are located at the principal 
corners, and at these points people waiting 
for cars and purchasing fruit block the way 
of those passing. In many instances the 
sidewalks are na®row and it is said that 
men and women often have to walk out in 
the street to get by fruit stands occupying 
the passage ways supposed to belong to the 
city and to be used only as sidewalks. 

Those opposed to the sidewalk fruit.stand 
argue that it is now a dangerous thing to 
do for a pedestrian to step out in the street 
at any point, on account of the numerous 
bicycles speeding along close to the side- 
walks, which are apt to strike the walker 
in dangerous collision. It is asserted that 
the sidewalks ought to be even wider than 
they are, ond the aldermen say that if 
they can prevent it no more sidewa'k li- 
censes will be issued.

The advice to “hold back’’ has been hurl- 
ed broadeast throughout the south often 
enough to get monotonous, but in spite of 
the fact, producers insist upon marketing 
their cotton almost, if not quite, as fast as 
they gather it. 

The Jatest influence upon the market has 
been the frosts which. have prevailed in 
many sections of the south in the past two 
days. These have had a tendency tov check 
Selling to a material extent. Nashville, 
Chattanooga, Greenville, S. C.: Rome, Ga., 
and Batesburg, S. C., are some of the 
towns and cities in the cotton belt that 
have reported frosts. The frosts, it fs 
feared, will retard the growth of cotton 
to a material extent. 

The rainfall throughout the south is still 
far behind the normal. In this state there 
is a deficiency of nearly 17 Inches of win 
since January Ist. From September Ist the 
rainfall is 2.88 inches behind the normal 
The temperature since January Ist has so 
often been warmer than the normal that 
the excess of heat now amounts to 307 
degrees.

is contained in the official weather report, 
which was received from there last night.

Weather in Texas. 

The week opened with fair weather, ex- 
cept along the immediate coast, where 
there were light showeves, after which it 
cleared up and fair weather prevailed 
until the 18th and 19th, when scattered 
showers occurred along the coast, and on 
the 20th and 2ist general showers prevailed 
throughout the state, with good local rains 
in some localities ov>r central and south 
west Texas. The rainfall for the week was 
generally light over ‘“exas and the 
eastern portion of nerth Texas, and the 
greatest amount was 4.79 inches at Ballin- 
ger, The precipitation on an average for 
the week was below the normal over east 
Texas, the east coast district and the east- 
ern portion of north Texas, with the great- 
est deficit more than one inch over the ex- 
treme southeastern portion of the state, 
while there was a ‘yweneral excess over 
southwest and central Texas, the Pan- 
handle and the greater part of the western 
portion of north Texas and the west coast 
district, with the greatest excess more 
than 2 inches in the vicinity of Ballinger. 

The temperature at opening of the 
week ranged from 3 above the 
normal alone the coast to 9 degrees above 
over east Texas, after which it 
slig&tly until the 16th and 17th, when it 
ranged from 4 to 11 degrees above the 
daily normal, with the greatest excess in 
the vicinitv of Palestine.
